Debate on Reparations 
London, February 13. 

In the House of Commons debate on the address, Mr. Bonar 
"Law said hedid not-kaow whether it would he possible for British 
troops to remain at Cologne. The French or German Governments 
could make it impossible. Toat would ba a great misfortune and 
would largely mean the end of the Entente. He still hoped that 
somathing would happen to enable Britain to intervene usefully. 

The Pumier said he was convinced that fear of insecurity lay be- 
nind the French measures. ‘Roth the people and statesmen wanted 
reparations, but felt they would not I.k2 to see Germany strong 
enough to py them. Events bad turned out exactly as Sfr. Bonar 
Law bad ferred, nimely France had got nothing from the Rubr and 
bad spent much there, while by cutting the jugular vein of German 
industry she'bad done greater harm to Germany than sho was suf- 
fering hers¢lf.

EMERGENCY - HOUSES. 
The Singapore Government 
Seheme. 

We take the following parti- 
culars of emergency houses 
eracted in Singapore for «the 
poorer-class people, from tha 
Singapore Pree Press: 

Sir Frederick James calied a 
conference at Goverament House 
last June to consider prevention 
of possible hardsbip through 
abolition of Rent Restriction—tho 
Temporars Housing publiciy 
advocated by the D.C. 1. T. being 
especially discussed. It - was 
thoucht that the clerical classes 
and folk af about the same ranges 
of pay, wera likeliest to feet the 
change. 

Sir Frederick immadiately ap- 
pointed a smalt Committee from 
the conference, The Hon'ble 
Mr. Park (Chairman), The 
Hon'ble Mr. Larnie. Mr. Farrer, 
and Capt. Richards, with in- 
stractions {to go into the 
matter forthwith on the cheapest 
possible basis: The Colonial 
Engineer and the D.C. 1. T. at 
omcze reported on the 1s sites, the 
C. L. Re allotted the land, the P.W. 
D. made the surveys, the D.C. [. T. 
put up his designs, estimates, and 
a saries of layouts for what be 
cailed ten-year-life Emsrgency 
Houses, tha smallest, cheapest 
possible. decent little bhome—in 
distinction from his tileroof 
15-20 year Temporary Housing 
now on the stocks. Plans and 
estimates were approved and Sir 
Frederick gave the order to put 
up 50. The D.C. I. T. prepared 
gets of plans, specifications, 
quantities, and contract docum- 
ents. The Colonisl Engineer got 
in tenders fover 40 received) and 
let the contracts to Messrs. 
Hindhede and Co, and Mr. 
Karudanan. Mr. Towner, Deputy 
Colonial Engineer, ably 
supervised the work and pushed 
on, and the houses were ready 
as promised, on Decerabar 3lst. 

, Each house contains one 
bedroom [5th tr by 9 ft, one 
living room 14 ft. by 10 ft.. with 
& windows, aad one verandah If 
fs. by 3 ft, plus a verandah rail- 
sea’ for sitting on. or for fower- 
pots. The kitchens are S fr. by 7 
ft., and bathroom 7 ft. by 4 ft., and 
are reached by covered access. 
The houses stand on brick plers, 
and are built strongly of substan- 
tial bintangore rollers and joists, 
and seriah merah  bdosrdiog. 
Floors are of one-inch selected 
boards. The doors are specially 
arranzed to aid privacy and con- 
venience. All exposed timber 
was crude-oiled and the interiors 
were whitewashed to make 
the rooms lighter and more cheer- 
ful ‘Roofs are of thick well- 
bound attap, and edges of eaves 
(3 ft. projection ail round) are cot 
nearly level to aid appearance. 

A brick dapor is a costly thiag, 
and the cheap suczessful dapors 
in theae houses are made of wood 
troughs on timber frames. The 
trouzhs are filled with sand or 
earth, a steal plate lies on top, 
and with twy dozan bricks and 
three s eel bars are made tree 
fire places. They work well. 

These little heuses ara built 
mostly as single dwellings, al: 
ways so desirable, and where in 
pairs the partitions have been 
thoughtfully filled with clean 
rammed sawdust to deaden sound 
between the houses. Each pair 
of houses ig provided with an 
easy-working, self-closing water 
tap, that rouses no wish to knock 
it off, for it gives a quick supp'y. 

Exch housa has its own bit of 
front garde: and a back, space 
for drying clothes, and when the 
low hedges are.up there will ba a 
sense of one’s own little home 
that is also 80 desirable and con- 
ducive to order. Andit bas been 
proposed by the D.C.LT, to offer 
prizes once a year for the best 


The verage cost of each house 
was $750, and they are let at a 
monthly rent of $13,590, including 
water supply. . 


: TRE FARM HAND. 


SS 5 
Hard Life in Remote 
Districts. 

w& story told in the Barrow 
Counts Court recently concern: 
ing the harsh treatment of a 
young labourer on one of the 
jonaly fellside farms in the 
Coniston area does much to ex- 
plain the trond of the worker 
towards the tawns, Away in the’ 
rewote vastnesa of the fells and 
lonely valleys he is absolutely at 
the mercy of his employer, who 
is often harsh and tyrannical, and 
the poor labourer has no one to 
appeal to, asthe next house may 
ba s mile or two away over rough 
and stony roads. The young farm 
workers, boys orgirls, who attend 
the hiring fairs a: Penrith of 
Ulverston taka courage in both 
hands, as they run the risk of 
engaging for the long termof six 
months with an employer who 
mas abuse and ill-treat and buliy 
during all the balf year. 

Tho hiring fairs in May and 
November are still the venue of 
engagements between master and 
servant throughout agricultural 
Weatmorland and Cumberland. 
A boy or girl fresh from school 
may engage with a farmer whose 
land may bein the loneliest ead 
dreariest situation, where in the 
nature of things itis all work and 
no play, noamusements, and no 
recreation of any kiod—just toil. 
and sleep. If it happens that the 
farmer is also of the harsh, greedy. 
type, the lot of the young worker 
must be miserable. ae 

Still, in the great majority of 
cases the farm hand is well 
treated, andas proof of this it may 
be mentioned that servants often 
re-engage term after term with 
the same master. The life, under 
the best conditions, is hard and 
monotonous for everyone on the 
farm, and in some places there is 
scarcely any difference between 
the lives of masters and men 
They all sit down at the same 
table in the huge kitchen and cat 
the same food, start and finish 
work at the same time, and ail 
are virtaally members of the 
family. 


TIENTSIN INCIDENT. 


Foreigner’s Experience with 
Coolie and Policeman. 

Asomewhatdisturbdmg incident 
is reported as having occurred at 
Tientsin East Railway. Station, 
when a well-known resident of 
Totigshan was involved in a mix- 
up. 

According to the Serlk Ching 
Daly Neus this gentleman arriv- 
ed by the Peking express, and on 
coming out of the station he got 
into a ricshs Seeing a foreignlady 
close to him he gave up his ricsha 
to her, and was then immediately 
surrounded by a struggling crowd 
of coolies. He was locked in by 
their vehicles, and ia the disorder 
one of the coolies broke the shafts 
of bis. ricsha. The coolie de- 
manded “recompense from the 
gentleman who naturally enough 
answered that he had nathiag to 
do with it, the breakage occurring 
through the coolie’s fault. 

In the ensuing disturbance a 
policeman was called in by the 
cootie. The policeman took the 
native’s sida and without any 
enquiry demanded that the for- 
eigner go with him ta the police 
s:ation. He did.in fact seize the 
foreigner by the sleeve, and when 
the latter disengaged himself be 
partly drew his sword from the 
scabbard. . 

The coolie then found that his 
finger was bleeding, a fact which 
cxused forther protest, ba: 
a police officer who came up 
wags more caytious than his 
subordinate. He accepted a card 
frora the gentleman, who proceed- 
ed on his way, followed by the 
coolie. : 

On arriving at the French Con- 
cession a threat of calling the 
French police achieved the desired 
effect,.and tha coolie made off.

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CRIMINAL TRIALS. 
The Question of the Last 
Word. ; 


It iv not surprising that the 
publicity given to the Elford trial 
should have brought into question 
the curioys power of the’ Law 
Officers in the matter of having 
the last word with the jury. 

It is possible that resultant in- 
quiries in Parliament and else- 
where may lead at Jast to the 
removal af this remnant of the 
once boundless advantage held by 
the Crown over aprisaner on trial, 
Our od laws were not only savage 
in the matter of punishment; 
they lef to the person accused 
little opportunity to defend him- 
self. ; . 

Tt wasthe scandal of the various 
treason trials of the serenteonth 
century which threw the question 
into high relief. In those wials 
the lawyers employed by the 
Crown had every possible adran- 
taga on their side. A person 
accusad was not shown the in- 
dictment: he might find himsalf in 
the dock without even. knowing 
of what he was accused. Natur- 
ally, thea, he had oo means of 
preparing adefence. The Crowa 
could compel the attendance of 
witnesses; the prisoner had 20 
such power. ‘No advocate was 
allawel to plesd for him; if 
witnesses offered thomselves in 
his defence they could nat ‘be 
sworn. He mightbea. probably ho 
was, dazed by his situation, and 
he had against him all the legal 
resources of the Crown. 

Nearly at the end of the seven- 
teenth century this abominable 
state of affairs was altered in tho 
case of high treason, but itwag 
remarked. in the discussions on 
the subject, that no one seemed to 
think that there was any 
necessity to alter tha law 
in the case of persons charged 
with othar offences. Gradually 
reform has come; witnesses for 
the defence can be brought to 
court and sworc; the best talent 
atthe Baris at the dispossl of 
prisoners. They may go into the 
box and give evidence: on oath: 
they have the Court of Criminal 
Appeal. Oaly the special 
privilege of the Law Oficers 
remains, though it is fair to 
remember tha: tos Law Officer, 
Romilly, we owe much of the 
reform of the criminal procedure. 
—Nanchester Guardian.

CIVIC RESPONSIBILITY. 


The Chairman at the Kowloon 
Res.donts’ Associstion meeting 
on Monday touched on one very 
important point when he stated 
that the policy of bis committee 
was to foster a spirit of civic 


{responsibility among .the mem- 


bers. Without the whole-hearted 
co-operation of individuals, no 
association of eny kind can work 
atits best. In the most primitive 
example of society, the family, or 
clan, and later in the tribe or vil- 
Iago community, we find how thia 
spirit of mutual help, for the good 
of all, enabled progress to be made 
tow. is the bigger associations, 
first only into counties, perhaps, 
then kingdoms, and finally em- 
pires. It is the subordination of 
self-interest and the expansion 
of community . endeavour, that 
lifts w race or nation, or an as- 
sociation of different races, ont 
ofthe rut of insignificance on to 
the broad highway of progress 
and influence: Wo do not desire 
to suggest that members of the 
E.RA, are lacking is civic spirit, 
or that there is an excess of 
selfishness among individual 
members—we merely wish to 
emphasise the need for everybody 
to keep before him the ideal of

working for the good of all, and 
becoming “keenly interested in 
tho welfare of thi Fdistrict .in 
In this way 
only can a man avoid un- 
consciously falling into the habit 
of thinking that any association 
he joins: wilt be of benefit,to him 
for each and every little problem 
that he desires solved, whilst 
forgetting that . there are 
others. whose needs merit equal, 
or greater, consideration. 

One danger of a lack of the 
tene civic spirit is that an 
association like the K.R.A. could 
be used by members for persona! 
axe-grinding, and thus cause a 
weakening of the influence 
that a combined effort can bring 
to bear on any problem, or even 
result in dissension in the ranks of 
members. Without suggesting that 
K R.A. members lack the ability 
to appreciate the need for civic 
responsibility on their part, we 
Maxe these comments in order 
to drive home the point raised by 
the-Chairman. More enthusiasm 
could be brought by members 


‘finto their relationship towards 


the Association, with great 
advantage to themselvas. Many 
moore residents eligible to join 
abould do so. All individual 
prejudices should be sunk and 
common cause be made on im- 
portant questions that arise from 
time to time. In this way the 
Kowloon Residents’ Association, 
already. e strong, representative 
body, will become strengthened 
and attain @ position, which no 
one couli challenge, of primary 
influence in the Colony. 


Cost of Building. 


The high prices which Crown 
land is now fetching in this 
Colony represent a considerable 
factor in the excessive coat of new 
residences. The upsat prices fix- 
ed by the Government are, in the 
main, high enough, bat recent ex- 
perience shows that these are 
more often than not greatly ex- 
ceeded, 20 keen is the competition 
for desirable sites, Weare ator~ 
with the Daily Prezs in its remarks 
that the acthorities are going 
about this business of land sales 
in the wrong way. On former 
occasions we have suggested that 
the lise to be followed skould be 
that adopted by jevelopment syn- 
dicates at Home—certain areas 
should be definitely mapped out 
as buiding sites, and applicants 
therefor should be allotted suit 
able lots at the lowest price pos 
sible; in such areas there sbould 
be no competitive bidding, 
by which wealthy ‘Asiatics 
can always outdo Europeans. 
Let specified areas, reserv- 
ed for various classes, be set 
aside and enconragement to 
build be given by offering these 
et reasonable rates. Then 
it might be possible for the Euro- 
pean of moderate means tobecome 
an owner-occupier. As things 
are, very few are able to build 
their owo homes.. We fear the 
present Government policy is to 
raise a8 much revenue as possible 
from land, rather than to induce 
residents to acquire ew stake in 
the Colony. We also agree that 
the contractors’ “ring™ badly 
needs breaking up, and until that 
is done the actual cost of cen- 
struction must remain unduly 
high. In the Straits some years 
ago, & commission which in- 
vestigated the cost of building dis- 
covered thatench a “ring” existed 
there aod it recommended that the 
Government altempt to smash it 
by menufectoring bricks and 
selling them at low prices. We 
believe thet nothing was done io 
the matter, as later the slump set 
in and most building materials 
fell in price. The point is, bow- 
aver, that it was definitely 
established in Singapore that 
cortrsctors were artificially in- 
lating prices. We suspect Hong- 
kong contractorsof doing likewise, 
and if jnveatigations were carried 
out, no doubt there would be 
some iilumingting revelations. 


Kowloon Hospital. 

Judging fromthe remarks by 
the Chairman at the enoual meet- 
ing of the’ Kowloon Residents’ 
Asgociation, it will be many a 
long month before residents on 
the peninsulé secure their much- 
needed -hospital—that is if the 
past rate of progress is not im- 
proved upon, The cutting down 
of the site forty feet below its 
previous level aud the calling for 
tenders appéar to represent a 
whole year’s work on this project.

Sir-Frank Swettenham was the

One of the most serious outrages 
yes perpetrated in Shanghai by 
means of the bersb occurred on | 
the night of February 4th. sbout 
8.45 o'clock in the Great World 
entertainment balt in the French 
Concassion, with tha result that 
several persons were severely 
injured. The bomb waa placed 
under a seatin the cinernetozraph 
ball in the “Great World "and 
was, in the opinion of tha 
police, of the time-fuse variety. 

Alarmed by the increase of 
typhoid fever in Manila, where 
an average of four cases a dey 
or 120 new cases & month are 
being reported, the health service 
bas decided upon inoculating the 
inhabitants, beginning with 
children and teachers and those 
in charge of groups of worgmen 
in factories as well as the 
workmen themselves, the director 
announced on January 25th. after 
& specisl conference of all 
savitary officers in the city. 
There wil] also be inoculation 
against cholera. :
